Club Treasurer 


I was born in Eugene, Oregon 
and when about two years old our 
family moved to Springfield, Oregon. 

From there we moved to 
Reedsport where my Dad was an elec- 
trical steam plant operator. When I 
was six years old my Dad got a job 
as a power plant operator for a pulp 
mill in Tacoma, WA. We moved to 
Oswego, Oregon for a few years but 
we moved back to Washington where my 
Dad was again a power plant operator 
for the Washington Pulp and Paper 
Co., in Port Angeles. 

My communications experience 
began in Port Angeles when I became 
a part-time messenger boy for the 
Western Union Telegraph Company 
during my last half year in high 
school. After graduation I was a 
full time messenger, making more 
money than the manager after tips. 
I worked up to teletype operator and 
counter clerk. 

In 1940 we moved back to Tacoma 
where I worked for Western Union and 


Postal Telegraph as ae teletype 
operator. 
In 1941, while working for 


Postal Telegraph in Portland, I was 
offered a job as Teletype operator 
and counter clerk in Klamath Falls, 
which I accepted. It was there I met 
Dorothy, who would be my future 
wife. We both sang in the Church 
choir. But Uncle Sam called me so we 
did not get married at that time. 
In October 1941 I joined the 
Alaska Communication System, which 
was military but handled all comm- 
ercial telephone and telegraph with- 
in Alaska and Stateside. It was 
there I went to radio school learn- 
ing code and message handling. In 
early 1942 I was sent to Annette 


Island in Alaska, just West of 
Ketchikan, as a CW, and radio phone 
operator. 


In a few months I was sent to 
Ketchikan where, in addition to CW 


and radio-phone, I learned to oper- 
ate CW on submarine cable and high 
speed Bohme, which is transmitting 
CW on punched tape. 

From Ketchikan I was sent to 
Naknek, on Bristol Bay, which was a 
usual Service required transfer from 
civilization to the 'boonies'. I did 
a two-years tour out there (the 
hunting and fishing was excellent). 
I became NCOIC (Non-Commissioned 


Officer in Charge) before being 
transferred to headquarters in 
Seattle. 

In 1946, Dorothy and I were 


married and we moved to Cordova, 
Alaska, where I was NCOIC. Again, at 
the whim of the Service, we were 
sent to Juneau before again going 
Stateside. Then it was back to 
Haines, Alaska, as NCOIC. Then it 
was back to Seattle in 1957 for 
about a year and then to Ankara, 
Turkey, again as radio operator and 
teletype operator. While there in 
Turkey we visited (after a night 
train trip) Istanbul. We flew to 
Izmir on a holiday, and had a tour 
of Ephesus by tour bus. The people 
in Turkey were very friendly. 


Then to Ft. Meade, MD. where I 
was the message center traffic 
chief, and finally to Pirmasens, 


Germany, where I retired in 1962. 

Upon retirement we moved to 
Spring Valley, California for a 
year, then to Danville where I 
worked in the cComCenter at the 
Oakland Naval Supply Center for a 
few years, then quit and went into 
business for myself as a printer. My 
oldest son took over the business so 
I retired again. I enjoyed my 
military service. 

Our four children were all 
born in the Territory of Alaska. 

I regret that it took me over 25 
years to get back into radio. I am 
enjoying it. 

I am thankful for the 
opportunity of being able to serve 
Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio Club as 
Club Treasurer.

RACES/ARES trainers are June 
Blenderman N6SWP, South County; Sue 
Ludemann KA6SOC, West County; Rick 
Barber WBG6EZI, East County and co- 
trainers Shirley McGlathery N6QHF 
and Paul Girard in Central County. 

On February 24 at least 40 Hams 
attended a RACES "learning session" 
hosted by Orinda Fire's 'ComVan45' 
at the Orinda Senior Center. That 
session included lessons on the use 
of the new RACES manual; how to put 
your household in order for the 
"next one" and how to survive out of 
a small "ready kit" for 72 hours. 

After the 'quake', at least a 
dozen Hams from Contra Costa County 
attended a two-day "mop up" session 
hosted by Santa Clara County's 
Emergency Response Institute. That 
session evaluated the "lessons 
learned". 

Why training? Accepting a Ham 
"ticket" imparts some "social obli- 
gation" on the holder to be of 
"service to the community". Being 
prepared --- and TRAINED --- for 
emergency work is part of fulfilling 
your obligation -- while having FUN. 
Ask any Ham who has been the... and 
then jump on the band wagon.
